T HE: 


PREFACE 


Nrereſt is a word of ſeveral definitions, but that which in 
Creatures, having reaſon , or ſenſe , is preſervation and 
prope ation, is that ina State, which 1 mean by Interc#t : 
and this « either Domeſlick looking inward, as relating to 
the particular frame and kind of government, or foreign looking 
outwards, us regarding ſuch alterations abroad, as may be of good 
or evil conſequence toa State; and ſuch counſels, deliberations, 
or actions, a5 may improve good, or, prevent evill, are, . arcord- 
ing 19 the Intereſt of a Nation, and the contrary againſt it. Ana 
taking the words thus, the proſperity, or adverſity, if not the 
life and death of a State, ts bound up in the obſerving or neg- 
lefting of it s Intereſt. For «s no Countrey was ever unhappy, 
that followed it, ſo none ever proſpered ( except by chance ) 
that forſook or miſſedit ; and conſequently, it is matter of the 
greateft comcernment to a Prince, to ſiudie, and make himſelf 
Aſter of it, that in keeping his Counſellors in awe, by his own 
knowledge and experience, in matters of State, he may have his 
affairs the better and faithfuller proſecuted ; but in ſearching for 
his intercſt, he ought tobe exceeding carefull, of not being miſled 
by former examples, which are to Politicians, as of old, the Stars 
to Navigators, rightly underſtood, the beſt guide, and miſtaken, 
the moſt dangerous. For Intereſt in all Countreys is changeable, 
that which was in one Age, not being alwayes the ſame in the 
next, as the Crowns of Spain and France do ſufficiently evince. 
For Spain being by corruption in (ounſellors, and Miniſters of 
State, fraud, oppreſſion, and couſenage in Officers, and Servants

with perſecution in the Church, and. ſeverity in government, 


caufing ſeveral revilts, brought at this time low, and into alan- 
gniſhing condition, the Intereſt of the European Princes, is 
changed from that of being againſt the houſe of Auſtria, and. for 


' France, 0 that of being for it, and againFt France, -the latter 


being at preſent, unaer mare than ſuſpition, that having now- 
got the advantage of Spain, they intend to improve it to an uni- 
wverſul Monarchy, as Spain fo 'merly defigned. But as 4 Prince- 
ought to be Hudions in diſcovering, of his Intereſt, ſo to be ſolici- 
tous in examining the Integrity 'of Counſtls given him, left by 
corrupt Counſellors, he ſhonld be put ( for private ends ) upon 
deſigns prejudicial, if not-contrary and deſtruttive to the tntereſf 
#f his Countrey:", *CAnd becauſe the wiſdome; 'or defetss of Prin- 
cer, appears much.in their choice of Counſellors and. Miniſters of 
' State \(- who under them, are the managers' of their Intereſts) 
'there caught to be in the Elettion of ſuch,..a ſpecial eye to their 
principles, as well as abilities, avoiding with care, all avari- 
Shows perſons, asmen, who for:advantage, will upon all occaſions, 


_  forſake, and deſert fidelity, the thief ingredient of a good Coun- 


ſellor.'' For when:men haveparts without honefty,” they are but 
the greater  inflruments of miſchief ;- and we find that little 
ore than common parts aſſiſted with integrity, induſtry, and di- 
tigence,: have. done, and de-the yreateſt things in the world: 
"Nay; that ordinary parts, withſuch qualifications, do.more, than 
"the ſublimeft-witheut them, the art of Government, not being 
Jo miflerions, asState Monopolifts would make it, honeſty ( as 


King James u/cd to ſay ) being the beſt policy, and ſurely, that is 
| os Government, that provides moſt for the' imployment of 


the honefteſt 'men. : For | as no State can flouriſh, where their 
' IntereſÞi-n0t purſued, ſo publick Intereſt will never be the rule, 
where Connſellors are not faithful; and when publick principles

.Princes; or States; it is a great 'error in thoſe, underſtanding 


| their Intereſt; to rely upon their Cennſellors, or Officers, with- 


out examining, whether their counſels and attjons are purſuant 
of, ana conſonant to their Intereſts, or yet in great truſts, to 
preſume upon any other qualifications in Counſellors, and Civil 
and Military Miniſters, then either traly religious, or truly ho- 
nourable moral principles, which cannot change, as private fim- 


ple Intereſt, wot bottomed upon the one, or the other principle, 
will ſurely do according. to the greatneſs of temptations: and 


therefore, as upon good or bad. ( ounſellors, and Miniſters, de- 
penas the happineſs or iufelicity of a Prince, and State, Sir 
Walter Rawleigh affirming, that 4 Commonwealth is more ſe- 
cure where the Prince is not good, then where the. Miniſters are 


bad,. ſo they cannot ſhew more wiſdome; then inſignally reward- 


ing, and incouraging the former, .and exemplarily puniſhing the 
latter. . 1 know that Counſels are not alwayes to be judged of, 
according to ſucceſs, it being poſſible, that honeſt and well groun- 
ded counſels may miſcarry,and to puniſh men inſuch caſes,were to 
diſcourage the ableſt and. moſt virtuous Perſons from ſervings of 
#heir Prince or State ; but ſometimes deſigns arewriiten in ſuch 
large characters of ſelfilbneſs and corruption , the foundations 
of them being laid in lyes, and forgeries , as is legible ts every 
impartial eye; and when ſuch appears, by a true diſcovery upon 
inquiry, the Criminals ought to be made examples to poſterity. 
Formerly the affairs of (hriſtendom were ſuppoſed to be chiefly 
ſwayed by the two great powers of Auſtria (wherein Spain 7s un- 
derſtood) and France : from whom other Princes and States 


derived their Peace and Warr, according to the ſeveral parties©

they adhered unto. But now the puiſſance of the former being ſo 
much abated, that it deſerves no rank above its Neighbours, 
France of the two, remains the- only formidable Potentate, of 
whoſe greatneſs, «ll Princes and States are as much concerned to 
be jealous , as formerly they were of that of Auſtria. For, con- 


fidering the French King, in relation to France, ſtored with 
good Officers, Men, Money, and Ammunition, to his ſeveral

and flouriſhing examples, ſave under Republicks. 

Tenthly, By making Free Ports ( which Exg/and of all 
Countries in Exyope, is moſt proper for) giving liberty to 
Strangers, as well as Natives, upon payment of a ſmall duty, 
to keep Magazines of goods ready for tranſportation to other 
Countries, according to the encouragement. of Markets 
abroad, arc great increaſers of Trade and Navigation, and 
ſo of riches; as appears, not only by Helland, which is # 
Commonwealth, but alſo by St. 2/«ilows, under the Mo- 
narchy of France, and Leghorne, under that of Twkanic ; 
the frft, for its bigneſs, which contains but thirty fix Acres 
of ground, being the richeſts City in Fraxce ; and the lat- 
ter, all the places in that Princes Dominions, which, com- 
pared to former times, can truly be ſaid to lourith. 

Eleventhly, Making buſineſs at the ſeveral Offices for 
Cuſtome/and Exciſe, and in all other places, as eafic, and 
as little vexatious as may be, in employing ſuch perſons of 
honeſty, integrity, and diſcretion, as will not abuſe their 
truſts, no more in inlolency than falſencſs, is a great encou- 
ragement to Traders ; as alſo, making paſſing in and out of 
the country by. Strangers and Travellers, untroubleſome, is 
a motive and inducement to them, to ſatishe their curioſity 
in viſiting the Kingdome, and ſpending their money in it. 
Forto obje&, that the incivilities travellers meet with in 
going in, and coming. out of France, hinders no reſort thi- 
ther, is more than can be proved; befides that, admit it is 
not,. yet the like uſage in any other-<country, would be a 

Prejudice to.it,, and would be ſurely ſo to Frexce, were it not 
the humour at preſent of this giddy age, to' run a madding 
aſter them; and certainly, the facility that is in doing buſft- 
nels in Helena, 'and the unmoleſted egreſs and regreſs that 
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Strangers and Travellers meets with there, is a great benefit

Twclfthly, Would the Trading Corporations, chooſe af- 


ter the example of London, and. according to their own In- 
' creſts, and reaſon of their inftitution, their members for 
Parliament out of themſelves, the Intereſt of Trade would 


probably be better underſtood, and faithfullicr proſecuted 


than it is, and it cannot but be a prejudice to Commerce, 


that they generally ſend Courticrs, Country Gentlemen, or 
their Recorders, to Parliament, who -will be ſurc to prefer 
their particular Intereſts before that of Trade, it being na- 
tural to all men, to ſeck their own profit, before that of 


others. | 


Thirtcenthly, As England hath ſome-beneficial Cuſomes, 
which other Countries are trangers unto, ſo it hath others, 
as prejudicial, not known, to Forein Governments ; as the 


great expences of Corporations, undoing many Citizens and 


Tewnſmen ; a Freeman of York, or Southampton, nor being 
able; to go through all their Offices, according to Cuſtome 
and expcaation, in the firſt, under ſeven or eight hundred 
pound ; and the latter, fix or ſeven hundred ; which may 
well be judged one cauſe, why York is ſo poor, and-the other 
thrives no better; and the like obſervation may be made of 
the moſt of the other Corporations : The great charge of 
Sheriffs of the Counties, bath decayed, if not-rnined many 
Families ; and the expence of Barriſters, at their Readings, 


' is a provocation to them, to-increaſe their ſharking, and 


growing upon the people ;. all which bad effets, are. to be 
wiſhed were remedied, fo far as taking away theſe unneceſſa- 
ry expences will do-it'> for I am nor of their opinion, who 
think popular feaftings and |good fellowſhip, called Hofpi- 
tality, to be the Intereſt of the Nation, becauſe it conſumes 
the growth of the Countrey ; but on the contrary, that it is 
alrogether againſt it : For , beſides the provoking of the 
Judgments of God: by ſach inordinate living, Exceſs 
weakens mens bodies, ſpends vainly their time, - dulls-their 
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want of people in any Lend, by a riotous waſting the growth 
of it, is, at beſt, but a bad cffeR, - of a bad caoſe, and againft 
that rule which forbids doing evil, that good may come of 
it ; and thereforc, the true Intereſt of any Country is, by im- 
munities, priviledges, and libertic of Conſcience, ſo to en- 
courage, and encreaſe the number of people, as they may 
rather be (in a ſober way of living ) too many, than to-few 
for their provifions: and we do hand, that in former times, 
when Hoſpitality was in Emg/and, much greater than at pre- 
ſent, and that merely in the expenee of their own provifi- 
ons, without French diſhes, or much of cither Spaniſh or 
French Wincs, the Country was poor to what it now 
is; and that it hath beca the encreaſe of the Trade and 
People of that Nation by Liberty and Priviledges, indulging 
tender Conſcicnces, that hath. advanced them. And (as to 
the retrenching of expences ) this ſeems to be agreeable to 
the principles of that wiſe and great States-man, Sir walter 


| Rawleigh, who ſaith, that taking away all ſuperfluous char- 


es and expences, as well in Hoſpitality as in lefſening-rthe 
ecs, allowances, and wages of Miniſters of little neceſſitic, 
as alſo of penfions, rewards, entertainments, and donaries, 
to be a laudable parſimony uſed by the Romans, and other 
well-governed States. 
But, fourteentaly, impoſing upon Conſcience, in matters 


} of Religion, is a miſchiei uato Trade, tranſcending all 
; others whatſoever, for if the Traders and Manufacturers. be 
} forced toflye their Countries,..or withdraw their ftocks, by 
{ vexatious proſecutions, the having Natural Commodities in 


a Countrey, or no great impoſitions upon them, will fignific 
litcle to the Prince or People ; And Liberty .of Conſcience is 


1 not only the Common LIntereft of all the Nation, but eſpe- 
3 cially of his Majeſty, in that, 


Firſt, By it he obligeth all his Subjeas equally to him, no 


$ man haviog juſt cauſe to be offended at: another mans liber- 
| ty, ſince he enjoyes the ſame himſclf; and more particular- 
{1y, he obligeth all the Non-conformiſts to him, who can 
J::ave no other Intereſt than his, that in grace and favonr 
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ves them-Liberty; ſecuring thereby, in an eſpecial man- 
ner, all: the ſeveral: perſwafions, from agreeing npon any 


thing, to/ the prejudice of their Common friend, whereas 


the Papifts have, as others may have, other Interefts. And, 
although a Prince arrived to that Sg which is above En- 
vy, and all fcar from abroad, may ſometimes adventure in 
impoſing in matters of Religion, it is not in any kind ex- 
cuſable in them, that are not in'ſuch a condition, but that 


RKands in need, in reference to the potency of their Neigh- 


bours, ofthe hearts of all their people, cfpecially in this age, 
when the large experience the world hath had of the in- 
fucceſsfulneſs and evil of it, hath made, ( even.) in the great- 
ct Potentates, a general abatement therein, andnow, when 
it is too late, they grow weary of their rigour. Thelaſt Pope, 
as is affirmed, having difflwaded. the French King, from at- 
tempting Gexeva, when he thought to have obliged the 
Church of Rome, by reducing of it. . And oh that Empland, 
whilſt they have time; would be warned by thz miſeries of 
others, to avoid the rock. they have ſplit upon. Had the 
former Kings of Spain uſed in any degree, the lenity that that 
Crown at-preſent praciſeth in. their Netherlands, where 
now a known proteſtant may obtain his ſreedome of ſeveral 


Gities, without having his Religion enquired into, as at. 


Bruges, Newpert, &c. thols Countries had not been ſo' thin 
of people, nor Spain fo depopulated as thoy are, nor yet the 
Whole houſe of A»ſtria ſo low, as it now ſeems.to be. . Nay, 
had the Pope made formerly fo little uſe of his Inquificion, as 
he doth at this time, few places being lefs. inquiſitive after 


mens belief, than- Rome, where .one may be as. good as he 


will, and ſpend all his dayes without being proceeded againſt, 
either Ecclefiaſtically or Civilly, for not coming to their 


Churches, 7:aly had had more people than it hath, and”

Secondly, It may be concluded to be:the Intereſt of the. 


| King and Kingdom of England, to grant Liberty of Conſci- 


ence, becauſe by a general conſent of Nations, liberty in ce- 
remonics, invented by men, ſeems to be accounted neceſla- 
ric for the good of humane ſocicty... For I believe I may - 
without boldneſs affirm, that E7g/and is ſingular in proſe- 
cuting them, who are one with them in Doarine, for differ- - 
ing only in ceremonies, no other Chriftian Church that 1 
know of, doing the like.. In Germany, the Latherans have 
ſcarce, in any two Cities, or Countries, the ſame ceremo- 
nics; Nurenburg, andLeipfigg , having almoſt as many as 
the Papiſts, and yet differ in them 3 Hamburg hath fewer, 
and Stras5burg noncatall; and ſo it is through all the Zauthe- 
ran Cities and Countries in the Empire, and yet agreeing 
in Docrine ; their differing in circumftantials, make no - 
breach of charitic amongſt them, although at the ſame. 
Communion. I have ſeen ſome receive ſtanding, as others - 
have kneeling. The Church of Xe, in their uſing the - 
inventions of men, in the worſhip of God, ſeems ( their 
Principles confidered ) to a& rationally, becauſe .they pre- 
tend to the aſfiftance of an infallible Spirit ; but ſor the Re- 
formed Churches, who do not pretend to any ſuch help, to 
maintain that the Lord of Heaven and Earth, who is ſo jea- 
lous of his own worſhip, that under the Law, he ſeverely 
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what he had commanded, and under the Goſpel, gave no : 
other Commiſſion, than to teach according to what he had 7 
commanded, that he hath left his Worſhip to the inventions 7 
of corrupt, frail man, inclinablc above all things to ſuperſti- ? 
tion and idolatry, and who are by nature, endleſly various * 


in their imaginations, ſenſe, and underſtandings, ſeems to be 
irrational, and to accuſe Chriſt, of not 'having been, as a 


Son, ſo careful of his Church, as Moſes, a Servant, was of :

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Neighbours, their Conftitution being ſuch, as will not 
wel\ admit of any further acquitts. £ 

Fourthly , Becauſe as England and Holland , are of one 
and the: ſame Religion, ſave in ſome Ceremonies, ſo it 
would be of great incouragement, and countenance to all the 
Proteſtant Countries, to have a firm League betwixt two 
fuch-for midable Powers, of 'their own belief,” and as 
=» a trouble and difturbance, to all the Popiſh Coun-

Fifthly , Becauſe the world having had ſuch large ex- 
perience of the happy ſucceſs of their Condu, in being 
;principal Inftraments in preventing the Houſe of Aur: 
in their grand deſign for the univerſal Monarchy, and 
conſequently, in the-propapation of the reformed Religi- 
on, as: well as at ſeveral times, in preventing both Dare 
and Sweed,, from cither of them devouring the other ; it 
, were furely high impolity,, as well as in ſome degree 
Ingraticude, to ſuffer ſuch uſeful inftrumency and allies 
to 'whom. this Generation 1s ſo much obliged, for their wiſe 
and excellent management of the general Intereſt of theſe 


/ 


parrs of Europe, to be deftroyed. « 

Theſe States 'T know have many enemies, ſome envying 
their: Trade and Riches, - others their revolt from the King 
of Spain; as of bad example, and the Church of Rome, their 
eſtabliſhed National Religion, as that which is paſt ſhaking; 
- but becauſe none of theſe arguments can be plauſibly made 
ufo of againſt them by the Papiſts, who dreads the conjunRi- 
on of England with them, nor by thoſe Princes, and States, 
wtro affifted them in their revolt, the grand reaſorr for ſub- 
'ducingofthem, 1s made the ercatneſsof their Trade, which 
being .deftroyed, would be divided amongſt their Neigh- 
' bours, -1dading them ſometimes untruly;” with accuſations'of 
unjait dealings, - exaQtions, andfalſeneſs ; to which 1:ſhall 
only-anſwer this, that'ialthoogh I have no caaſe 'to become 
anAdvocatefor them, from any-advantages or benefit re- 
ceived; yet havioe travelled their Countries, obſerved _ 
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| Manners, and read their Pilphtes, and Tranſations with 
other Nations, Ithink itbut an A& of Juſtice to acknow- 


ledge, that inthe generality of their Morals, they arc a re- 


proach to ſome Nations, ( and-particularly, in fo little uſing 
that art of over-valuing their Commodities in their ſelling to 
France, who ſo ſhamefully uſc and praiſe. it ) and as totheir 
Treaties, and *lliances, after which I have been inquihrive, 
I have ſometimes found them wrongfully charged with 
breach of Articles, and do not find cauſe to accuſe them of 
having been in the obſervance of Treaties, leſs candid, or 
faithful, than other Countries, and I cannot think, their 
Trade, or Wealth, ( although I believe, that Holand tingly 
caken, 1s the richeſt ſpot of ground for its bigneſs, that ever 
was fincethe Creation) to be a good or honeſt foundation 
of a quarrel : fortheir Commerce being alone the effects of 
Induſtry, and Ingenuity, it is no reaſon for any to be angry 
with others, becauſe they exceed them in theſe Virtues ; but 
beſides, that the deſtroying of the Netherlands, would be the 
ſhaking the ſafety of theſe Northern Regions, the increaſe-of 
Trade to other Countries, ſo much promiſed by ſome in their 


deſtruttion, would furely fail; for were Trade ruined in ' 


Holland, as leſs cannot be the effects of Conqueſt "and Slave- 


- ry, the example and emulation of their Trade, which hath. 


been the great increaſe of it in other Countries, being taken 
away, and Trade fallen to a-{ort of people of leſs concern for 
ir,. men would grow lazy and weary of Commerce, every one 
thinking they did well, fo long, as they were upon equal 
terms with their Neighbours ; ſo thar the ſubverſion of _Hol- 
land, woald be no bencht to any, ſave to the French King, 
into whoſe month their Country would moſt fall, who want- 
ing nothing for the making of him uncontroulable, but Ha- 
vens and Ports to harbour Ships, nouriſh and -breed Sea- 
men,” would find ſupply there, and whoſe Kingdom, being 
over-ftocked with peop.e, would be able-to ſpair men to 
plant an un-inhabited Countrey, as would certainly be the 


" fate of Holland, under a Conqueſt and Arbitrary Govern- 
| ment 
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ment; as it hath: been to all -the/ free Citics in Tyſcaxy and 

taly, fince they loſt their Liberty 3; whereas Exgland want- 
_ -40g neither Havens nor Ports,, nor having an over-plus of 
people, it would be a dammage to them in the loſs of their 
Inhabitants, an1 an unprofitable charge to maintain Fo- 
rein Colonies, where-tte Seas muſt be perpetually croſſed 
for; ſupplying of them with men, monie, and neceſlarics; 
inſomuch , that the Netherlands , . under ſuch circumſtan- 
ces as they would be reduced unto by ſubduing of them, 
would not be in the hands- cf the Exelrſb, ſo much for their 
own ſecurity, as in theirs that now poſſeſs them, for re- 
fraint and freedome makes ſo great difference 1n profpe- 


rity, that leſsthan Liberty,” incouraging Trade and [nduſtry, 


would never be able to maintain their Walls againſt the 
Sea, which are kept up with incredible labour, charge, 
and ingenuity, but expoſe thoſe parts lying upon the Sea, 
which are many times more conſiderable than all the reſt, 
to be devoured by it,- or-Jaid much under water, and ſo 
"rendred inconfiderable. And the truth of this principle in 
thus much advancing the benefit of freedom above Arbitrary 


Government, which would be the lot. of Hol{and under any - 


— Conquerour, may-be obſerved by the two Cities of eſe!/ 
and Maftrick, which whilſt in the hands of the Spexiarad, 
were without Trade, miſcrable, wretched, and poor,. many 
of the houſes of the latter being left jn ruines by the Inhabi- 
rants, as wanting ability to repair them; and now in Icſs 
than 3$ or 39 years, hay the, States have been Maſters of 
. them, . they are both | beccme flouriſhing places, the latter 
being in a great part new-built,- with one of the faireſt and 
beſt new-publick. Town-hovſe that is ordinarily met with, 
next Adrfterdam , and AugnFtbourg in Germany. But if 
there; were;not theſe conſiderations in the: caſe, as well as

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becauſe if their aims be Ca traffick, the world affords 
matter enough to fatisfie both Nations, and that England 
hath'ſo much the advantage of Holland in natural helps 
for Trade, that if they do but improve them, they cannot 
miſs of exceeding all others init; and if they will becare- 
leſs.of their common concerns, they ought not to draw 
an argument from their own negle&s and ſloth, for the 
cnvying other mens activity arid diligence. 

And laſtly, lo long as a firm Peace and amity is main-. 
- tained by Exg/and with the Netherlands, they may look 
upon them as the out-works, which muſt be firſt taken 
' in by any invader that will attempt them, for as it never 
can be the Intereſt, or in the power of Holland, to in- 
vade Exeland, ſo their Interet in reference to Religi- 


on, as well as Civil ſecurity, will alwaycs oblige them _ 


not to ſuffer any others to do it, or to cndanger them, 
in whole ſafety they can onely be ſafe, it being the 
clear Intercſt of England not to ſuffer any other Poten- 
tate to ſubvert their Government: So that upon the 
whole, fince the ſubduing of ' Holland cannot be a be- 
neht but loſſe to Englieyd, and may be of great advan- 
. tage to France, and the Church of Rome, againſt which 
they are impregnable Fortreſſes ;. with ſome ſmaller pro- 
fit to other Popilh -Soveraignes- bordering upon them ; 
as to the Eletor of Colne, -and Bilhop of Aunſter, &c.

And thus I ſhajl conclude this Chap- + "M1 
ter, and in it, the Intereſt of England, with ing pardon 
of the Author of that Book, intituled, A Diſcourſe of Eccleſi- 
atical politic, for my Non-conformity to his Do@rine, which 
tcacheth, That it is ſafer for_a Prince to allow Vice and De- 
bauchery, than Liberty of Conſcience, whereby he prefers 
the breach of the ten Commandments, and that which the 
whole Word of God, the Old and New Teſtament, the Law 
- and Goſpel, ſo dreadfully threatens, and declares againft, be- 
fore that, which neither the praiſe of our Saviour, nor hB _ 
Apoſtles, nor any Text in Scripture forbids, or at leaft, himſelf 
being Judge, not poſitively, and indiſputably, as they do the 
other ; wherein, I confeſs, I am ſo far from agreeing with 
him, as alſo in many of his other railing principles, not much
